Gross revenues show an increase of 4.5 per cent compared with previous year, and expenses show an increase of 8.3 per 
cent. 

Passenger and freight revenue statistics appear in Statements Nos. 9 and 10 of this report. 

FREIGHT REVENUE: 74.4 per cent of the total operating revenues, increased $107,953.60, or 3.3 per cent. 

PASSENGER REVENUE: 12.9 per cent of the total operating revenues, increased $76,058.91, or 14.9 per cent. 

OTHER REVENUE: Other transportation revenues decreased.._$11,614.20, or 2.9 per cent. 

Other operating revenues increased.$24,253.77, or 13.7 per cent. 
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MAINTENANCE OF WAY AND STRUCTURES 

Maintenance of Way and Structures expenses 12.39 per cent of the total operating revenues, and 15.39 per cent of the total 
operating expenses, increased $81,596.07, or 16.8 per cent.

CROSS TIES: 

There were 2,591 cross ties and 6 sets switch ties used in building new sidings and industrial tracks. 

There were 16,153 cross ties used in the repairs to main tracks. 

There were 7,258 cross ties and 22 sets of switch ties used in repairs to side tracks. 

Cross ties used in new work and replacements, 26,002 an average of 226 ties per mile of main track maintained. Aver¬ 
age cost per tie, $3.27. 


BALLAST: 

There were 8,268 cubic yards of crushed stone ballast used in maintenance and betterments of tracks, an increase 
of 3,101 cubic yards as compared with previous year. 
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BRIDGES, TRESTLES AND CULVERTS: 

18,772 feet board measure of lumber were consumed in making repairs to trestles. 
There are no timber trestles under the main track. 

No timber culverts were repaired during the year. 


DEPOTS AND BUILDINGS: 


9,130 feet board measure of lumber were consumed in the maintenance of depots and buildings. 


MAINTENANCE OF EQUIPMENT 


Maintenance of equipment expenses, 14.71 per cent of the total operating revenues and 18.28 per cent of the total operating 
expenses increased $109,932.41 or 19.5 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per steam locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $3,753.74, a decrease of 
$2,018.61, or 35.0 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs of steam locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 68.51 cents as 
against 36.46 cents the preceding year, an increase of 87.9 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs per Diesel locomotive, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $13,997.11, an increase of 
$419.21, or 3.1 per cent. 

The average cost of repairs of Diesel locomotives per mile run, excluding depreciation and retirements, was 16.85 cents 
compared with 11.56 cents the preceding year, an increase of 45.8 per cent. 

The cost of repairs per passenger train car, excluding depreciation and retirements, was $3,091.07, an increase of $333.60 
or 12.1 per cent. 


CONDITION OF EQUIPMENT: 

The following repairs were made to equipment during the year, as compared with the preceding year: 
Locomotives:

Number given light repairs 5 Steam, as compared with 23 Steam last year. 

Passenger Cars: 

Number thoroughly overhauled, painted and varnished 7, as compared with 7 last year. 
Number given light repairs 70, as compared with 66 last year. 

Freight Cars: 

Number given heavy repairs 27, as compared with 13 last year. 

Number given light repairs 194, as compared with 163 last year. 


TRAFFIC EXPENSES 

Traffic expenses, 4.10 per cent of the total operating revenues and 5.09 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$20,683.27, or 12.4 per cent. 


TRANSPORTATION EXPENSES 

Transportation expenses, 42.76 per cent of the total operating revenues and 53.12 per cent of the total operating expenses 
increased $41,570.72, or 2.2 per cent. 


GENERAL EXPENSES 


General expenses, 4.83 per cent of the total operating revenues and 6.00 per cent of the total operating expenses, increased 
$19,351.91, or 9.6 per cent. 


ADDITIONS AND BETTERMENTS 


The net changes in property account during the year, as reflected by Statement No. 6, were as follows:

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AGRICULTURAL AND INDUSTRIAL 

Industrial expansion in this section continued throughout the year. Two major and five other plants and warehouses 
were established, and seven industries expanded to be served directly by this railroad. 

Accelerated production and greater consumer income was accompanied by an increase of 19% in the value of all main crops. 

Cotton-Cotton Seed: Cotton production highest since 1940. Cotton lint and seed increased 71 per cent in value from 
92 per cent larger production. Average yield of 321 pounds per acre was the highest on record for Georgia compared with 227 
pounds for 1950 and a ten year average of 239 pounds. Oil mills operated full time, with a slight decrease in cotton consumed 
by mills. Growing season good and staple improved. 

Food and Feed Crops: Extreme hot and dry weather during the summer months reduced production of most crops, but 
increase in price per unit raised the total value above 1950 levels. 

Peaches: Total peach production (4,914,000 bu.) was largest since 1947 and five times the short crop of 1950. Total value 
of crop $9,686,000 with a unit price of $2.05 per bushel compared with $3,8C5,CC0 and a unit price of $3.90 for the previous year. 

Livestock and Poultry: Quality, production and value gained over previous year. Farmers’ cattle auction barns suc¬ 
cessfully operated over entire territory. Dairy herds improved and freezer locker plants served all communities. 

Forestry: Cutting of trees for pulpwood increased over previous year. Paper mills now control, by lease or ownership, 
large forest acreage under excellent protection, and plantings made wide gain. Farm lot forestry shows slight improvement. 
Fire control organized in all counties except five. 

General: Soil conservation and improvement crops, pasturage and small grains increased in acreage and value over 1950. 
The farm plant was improved and farms are now well mechanized. 

Government spending, taxes and debt having reached an all time high record at the year’s end found industry and agri¬ 
culture facing intricate production and economic problems. 

GENERAL. 

The property was adequately maintained during 1951, and its general condition at the close of the year compared favor¬ 
ably with that of past years. 

Increases in wage rates, and accompanying cost of living adjustments granted during the year, together with higher prices 
for materials and supplies, caused substantial increases in operating expenses in 1951. Total operating expenses for the year 
were $3,681,685, an increase of $281,918, or approximately 8 per cent. 

On March 1, 1951, an agreement was signed granting non operating employees an increase of 1 2\t per hour effective Feb¬ 
ruary 1,1951, and quarterly cost of living adjustments based on the Bureau of Labor Statistics Consumers’ Price Index. The 
increases so provided were 6<* per hour effective April 1, 1951, and U per hour effective July 1, 1951. No increase was indicated 
for October 1, 1951. 

Increased charges from this source will amount to approximately $260,520 annually of which $93,520 is attributable to cost 
of living increases. The approximate amount of such charges applicable to the year 1951 is $219,883, including cost of living 
adjustments. 

In addition to the foregoing, a cost of living increase of 4*f per hour effective January 1, 1952, will account for approxi¬ 
mately $53,440 per annum. 

Under the terms of the Interim Agreement signed May 25, 1951, between the carriers represented by Eastern, Western and 
Southeastern Carriers’ Conference Committees, and employees represented by the Brotherhood of Railroad Trainn:en through 
their conference committee, the following increases in rates were granted:

The agreement also provides cost of living adjustments beginning April 1, 1951, and each three months thereafter based 
on Bureau of Labor Statistics Consumers’ Price Index. 

The approximate annual charges for year 1951 in connection with these increases amount to $36,433 including cost of liv 
ing adjustments amounting to $5,753. 

Negotiations with conductors, engineers and firemen are still in progress. 

The Eighty-First Congress by the passage of Public Law 914 amended certain sections of the Railway Labor Act. The 
non-operating organizations served notice under date of February 5, 1951, for an agreement covering operation of a “Union 
Shop.’’ The proposed agreement provided that it would be necessary for employees to be or to become union members and 
the Company to collect union dues from the employees. Their request was declined and mediation was invoked by the organ¬ 
izations on May 23, 1951, they requesting concerted handling. The Carriers generally, including your Company, declined 
this request. At the request of the organizations, on November 15, 1951, The President of the United States appointed an 
Emergency Board to hear this case. That Board submitted its report on February 14,1952, recommended that a “Union Shop’’ 
be established by national agreement. 

Similar notice for establishment of tide “Union Shop’’ agreement has been received also from the American Train Dis¬ 
patchers Association and The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers. Their requests have also been declined. 

An examination of the accounts of the Company has been made by Messrs. Haskins & Sells, Certified Public Account¬ 
ants, whose certificate appears in this report. 

The Board takes pleasure in expressing its appreciation of the loyal and faithful services rendered by the Officials and 
Employees of the Company in the performance of their duties.
